FEDERAL ORDER 
PROHIBITS BLOCK 
BOOKING OF FILMS 


Practice Illegal, Tending 
to Crowd Out Small In- 
dependent Producers. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 9%.—Block 


booking of motion pictures is il- 
legal, the Federal Trade Commis. 
sion held today in an action 
against the Famous Players-Lasky 
Corporation, 

The commission issued an order 
requiring the corporation and its 


chief officers, Adolph Zukor and 
Jesse L. Lasky, as individuals, to 
cease and desist from the practice 
of requiring motion picture thea- 
ters to take all films in a block) 
or group or none at all and from 
other practices held to be in re- 
straint of trade. 

The respondents are reqvired to 
file a report within 60 days as to 
the manner in which they have 
complied with the order. Further 
proceedings will depend upon the 
character of that report. 

Specifically the commission's or- 

der prohibita the Famous Players- 
Lasky Corporation and Zukor and 
Lasky from: 
“Continuing a conspiracy among 
themselves or with other persons 
to lessen competition and restrain 
trade in interstate and foreign 
commerce in the production, dis- 
tribution and exhibition of motion 
picture films. 

“The practice of block booking 
—leasing films in a block or group. 
or none at all. without regard to 
the character of the pictures or 
the wishes of the motion picture 
house, 

“Acquiring or threatening to ac- 
quire theaters for the purpose of 
intimidating or coercing an exhi- 
bitor of films to book and exhibit 
films of the Famous Players-Lasky 
Corporation. 

Conspiracy Charged. 

With respect to the “conspiracy” 
which the order prohibits, the 
commission said: 

“The respondents. Adolph Zuker 
and Jesse L. Lasky and Famous 
Players-Lasky Corporation, have 
conspir. 1 and confederated to- 
geth from time to time with 
othe? persons unduly to hinder 
competition in the »roduction, dis- 
tribution and exhibition of motion 
picture films % interstate and for- 
eign commerc> and to control, dom- 
inate, monopolize or attempt to 
monopolize the motion picture in- 
dustry.” 

In its findings of fact the com- 
mission eeta forth that “on June 
30, 1926, the interests of the Fa- 
mous Player Lasky Corporation tn

Britisher- Adds to Discord. 

Vice-Admirai Field of the Brit- 
ish delegation also is understood to 
have contributed to the discord he- 
tween “the high conflicting par- 
ties” when, after the delivery of 
an American argument that cruis- 
ers necessarily must be measured 
by total tonnage, he exclaimed: 
“Total tonnage? Why, it means 
nothing more to the average mind 
than mere gallons!”

Control of School.

DES MOINES, Ia. July 9— 
In possession of a university for 
the first time in the many years oft 
its existence, the Baptist Bible 
Union of North America, a funda- 
mentalist organization, will reopen 
Des Moines University here in 
September. The faculty is to be 
composed exclusively of men and 
women who have subscribed to 
18 articles of fundamentalist faith. 

The new status of the university, 
which has been under Baptist con- 
trol for many years, but only re- 
cently under control of the union, 
is preliminary to a program which 
eventually will require the faculty 
be affiliated with the funda- 
mentalist group of the Baptist 
faith, Dr. T. T. Shields, president 
of the union, and head of the 
board of trustees of the university, 
said. For the time being, however. 
members of any religious denomin- 
ation, so long as they adhere to 
fundamentalist principles will be 
retained. About 12 members of the 
faculty: will stay. 

For a week, members of the 
special faculty committee have 
been conducting a weeding out 
process among. the faculty. All 
replacements are being made on 
the basis of subscription to.the 18 
articles of faith, a program direct- 
ed by Dr. Shields. This work will 
be completed next week. 

Each meniber of the faculty in- 
terviewed by the committee was 
asked, among other things, if he 
believed literally that the whale 
swallowed Jonah. 

Among the principal tenets of 
18 articles of faith are: SBe- 
lief in the Bible as the infallible 
word of God; that it was written 
by men supernaturally inspired; 
belief in. only one living and true 
God; in divinity of the Holy Spirit, 
in Genesis account of Creation, in 
the virgin birth of Jesus Christ, 
and in the resurrection and return 
of Christ.

Federal Judge, Faris yesterday 
ordered an inquiry into the prac- 
tices of Jacob Mellman, an attor- 
ney. An alleged forgery of signa- 


tures to a bankruptcy schedule and 
paupers’ oath on behalf Mellman’: 
client, Sam Stein, 3516 Bell ave- 
nue, former clothing store owner, 
came to the attention of Judge 
Faris in a hearing of a request of 
Stein for reinstatement of his first 
involuntary bankruptcy proceed- 
ings filed in January, 1926, and 
dismissal of the second proceeding 
instituted July 1. 

Judge Faris dismissed the first 
proceeding for failure to pay costs 
Mellman, whose office is in the 
Title Guaranty Building, then file.1

Barrett based the motion 
on alleged restraint of trade and 
price fixing by the company, in 
violation of what was in effect a 
par.le from the former case. 

Attorney General Gentry § dis- 
missed this motion on Dee. 11, 
1925, and on the same day filed 
an entirely new anti-trust suit 
against the Standard of Indiana, 
the Texas Company, the Standard 
Oil Co. of Kentucky and_ the 
White Eagle Oil and Refining Co. 
The new suit charged a combina- 
tion in restraint of trade and to 
fix prices. The Supreme 
was asked to forfeit the charters 
of the companies and oust them 
from business in Missouri. The 
new ‘suit was based on the evi- 
dence gathered by Barrett in his 
investigation. 

Nature of the Contracts. 

Evidence collected by Barrett in 
his preliminary investigation tend- 
ed to show that the Standard of 
Indiana had entered into contracts 
with 21 other companies, licensing 
them to use the patented “crack- 
ing” process. They contained a 
provision excluding the licensees 
from selling gasoline manufac- 
tured under the process, in the 
Standard of Indiana’s territory. In 
some instances cancellation of the 
license was provided as a penalty 
for invading Standard of Indiana 
territory. 

Existence of these contracts was 
admitted by Standard of Indiana 
officers in the preliminary hear- 
ings, but they declared the terri- 
torial exclusion clauses never. had 
been enforced. 

After Barrett's motion was filed 
in Supreme Court a special com- 
missioner was appointed by the 
court to take testimony but no 
hearings were held because other 
anti-trust suits were occupying the 
time of Barrett’s department. 

No Testimony Taken. 

When Gentry filed the new sults 
the special commissioner was re- 
appointed but no hearings were 
held to take testimony and the 
case dragged along fér months. 
Gentry had indicated he would 
begin the hearings last summer 
but his appropriation for prosecu- 
tion of anti-trust suits was ex- 
hausted and action was deferred 
until the 1927 Legislature made a 
new appropriation. . 

The 1927 Legislature appropri- 
ated $20,000 for the Attorney- 
General to use in anti-trust suits 
during 1927 and 1928 but this ap- 
propriation was held up by Gov. 
Baker because of inadequate funds, 
subject to release later if funds be- 
came available. Hearings were 
conducted recently in another 
anti-trust suit pending against 19 
plumbing companies in St. Louis, 
through arrangements to meet the 
expenses later when money be- 
comes available.

Forty Years of Light Opera in St. Louis 


By DAVID E. RUSSELL. 

IRTUALLY every city of size 
Vin tne United States, Il suppose, 

has asked itself from time to 
time why it doesn’t undertake 
something like St. Louis’ Munic- 
ipal Opera. But in spite of their 
queries, only Atlanta and Pitts- 
burg have succeeded, though ¢ven 
their enterprises are in no way 
comparable to that of St. Louis. 

And the reason is not difficult 
to find. For St, Louis has an 
inbred affection for Night opera— 
an appreciation born of half a cen- 
tury of the finest repertory operatic 
production. For 25 years I have 
been connected with it, and even 
when I came to St. Louis a sub- 
stantial operatic tradition had 
already been created, 

This tradition is so much a part 
of St. Louis that it has survived 
in spite of the wave of jazz that 
has wrecked light opera in this 
country. For the war with its 
emotional nervousness led us to 
take up jazz and fall out of the 
mood for the light, languid mel- 
ody of Viennese opera. 

St. Louis,’ however, had a firm 
background of light opera, and 
with the establishment of Munic- 
ipal Opera on a civic basis again 
took it to its heart. 

Had it not been, however, for 
those pioneers who introduced light 
opera into Uhrig’s Cave and those 
men who offered light opera al- 
most continuously since then, we 
might not today be enjoying the 
summer pleasures of the Municipal 
Theater. 


ago Chris Nunz, who operated 

Uhrig’s Cave, sought some way 
of stimulating the sale of beer, Nat- 
urally he thought of the old coun- 
try’s beer garden where the Ger- 
mans and Austrians enjoyed soft 
waltzes over their stein. 

Fortunately, St, Louis’ large Ger- 
man population provided the audi- 
ences. Tom McNary convinced 
Nunz of the possibility, and so Pat 
Short and Collins brought in the 
Ford Opera Company to offer the 
standard operas of the day, such 
works as “Olivette,” “Billee Tay- 
ior,” “Chimes of Normandy.” “The 
Mascotte” and “Patience.” 

Under this prosperous manage- 
ment there was also presented for 
the second time in this country and 
the first in the West, Gilbert and 
Sullivan’s “The, Mikado,”’ for they 
were not bothered by international 
copyrights in those days. 

Spurred by the success of Uhrig’s 
Cave, they opened a second com- 
pany at Second and Carondelet, 
which was known as the “Second 
and Carondelet Summer Garden.” 
Seemingly, according to the old- 
timers whose stories I have heard, 
St. Louis could support only one, 
for their second venture did not 
succeed, 

Another significant venture was 
the Kensington Garden at Union 
and the present Hodiamont tracks. 
And the old time spectacle, ““Paine’s 
Fireworks,” for which a lake had 
been created, had been offered 
there, and George McManus, the 
father of the man who now draws 
“Bringing Up Father” for the Post- 
Dispatch. seized upon the oppor- 
tunity. His most outstanding pro- 
duction was of “Pinafore,” for 
which he erected a real boat on the 
lake, probably the most realistic 
presentation of the Gilbert and 
Sullivan work in history.

On the other 
was the light opera theater with 
Raymond Hitchcock, De Wolf Hop- 
per, Grace Van Studdiford, draw- 
ing the crowds. Then, as now, &t. 
Louis was the true summer theater 
center of the United States. 

The drama end of Delmar Gar- 
dens presented many interesting 
things. Nat Goodwin appeared 
there for the last time in Augustus 
Thomas’ “In Missouri,” and James 
O’Neill, who had been playing 
‘‘Monte Cristo” for 40 years, ap- 
peared for the last time there in 
this classic. 

_ Many an opera star of today 
got his start in the light opera of- 
ferings of Delmar Gardens oper- 
ated by Turner Lewis and later by 
J. J. Jannopoulo. Frank Moulan, 
one of the best light opera come- 
dians and now stage director of the 
Roxy Theater in New York, Ber- 
nice Mershon, a youngster of 17 
then, and others appeared at the 
Delmar Garden, it being almost im- 
possible to find a performer of 49 
or 45 years who has not played 
there. 

Other operatic ven..res included 
several successful seasons by Hen- 
ry W. Savage in the Exposition 
Music Hall, where the Public Li- 
brary now stands, and a season by 
Joseph Sheehan in the Odeon 
building. It was here that the late 
Thomas Conkey got his start in 
the chorus. 


HE most recent undertaking, 
T outsiae of the Municipal Opera, 

was that of the Park Opera 
Company, playing in what is now 
the Pershing Theater. Few peo- 
ple realize, perhaps, that the Park 
Opera Company holds a world’s 
record, that of offering 157 con- 
secutive weeks of light opera, and 
had there been any more standard 
works to play it might still be 
running. But those three years 
exhausted the supply of operas. 

Then came in 1917 a season of 
Gilbert and Sullivan in the Park 
Theater. But the war -interrupted 
any possibility of further success. 
And it remained for Municipal! 
Opera to carry on the tradition of 
St. Louis ght opera. 

The city had on its hands the 
empty theater in Forest Park and 
Mayor Kiel called in the city lead- 
ers to find a means of using it.

Then St. Louis began to respond 
to love of light opera, and every 
season has witnessed its develop- 
ment to even greater heights than 
those of Uhrig’s Cave, the Delmar 
Gardens and the Park Opera Com- 
pany. 

For almost 10 years the legiti- 
mate theater has not given us true 
comic opera.

Public Is Not Excited 


Over Talk of Slashes

A Cut in Admission Charges at the Theaters 
Would Cause More of a Stir Among 


the Cash Customers. 


to keep the theaters going, refuse to get excited over the news 

that is coming out of New York and Hollywood regarding tre- 
mendous cuts in salaries. To be sure there have been no cuts 680 
far worth mentioning but even if they come picture audiences fail 
to see where they will be benefited one way or the other. Now 
if some of the theater managers announced a cut in admission charges 
to a figure less painful than the prevailing quotations that would be 
something else again but one can rest assured that there is nothing 
of the sort in sight. Only mild interest, too, is being shown in the 
fact that the Grand Central is going to close at the end of this week. 
Originally set for last Saturday the closing has been put off for a 
week and it may be a month before the house reopens with pictures 
which may—and again may not—run for several weeks at a time. 
Tne Grand Central will not be a “run” house uniess it has some- 
thing which will run and pictures which will draw cash to the box 
office for more than a week are few and far between. 


Ts motion picture public, the customers who supply the cash 


brilliant movie stars and directors were to be cut, seems to have 

been but a hollow echo. Already, many of the leading pro- 
ducers have expressed a willingness to debate the matter, to hoid it 
in abeyance. Meanwhile it is reported fhat payrolls of the com- 
bined studios in the Hollywood area, whose heads are members of 
the Association of Motion Picture Producers, the organization ruiea 
by Will Hays, were cut about $350,000 during the past week. 

It is not likely that the star who is a box-office attraction, 
or the director, whose name has been identified with his, will have 
to submit to a reduction in salary. The star can always quit and 
when that happens, another producer, anxious to annex @ box- 
office asset, will snap up the temporarily liberated artist. The 
same holds true in the case of directors. 

After all, there is no reason why an artist, whose very presence 
in a film play attracts the public to the theater, should not re- 
ceive a large compensation. Very few stars are over-paid. Their 
salaries are based upon their drawing capacity and the book- 
xeeping of modern movie land is accurately gauged to determine 
true worth. 


To threat sent out from Hollywood, that the salaries of the most 


down staggering pay envelopes every Saturday for no reason that 

is apparent to the naked eye. They contribute little or nothing 
to the creative side of picture making, yet they have won berths 
that are lined with gold. They can be replaced without causing 
even a ripple in the daily routine. A cut in salary in this diree- 
tion might do little harm to the motion picture industry. 

But the star—the magnet, the living contact between the public 
and the industry—must be preserved and although salaries that 
read like telephone numbers are paid every week to these stars, 
the great majority of them earn every cent they get, and they 
show their worth in visible revenue. A picture that nets the pro- 
ducer a cool profit of one million dollars, for instance, may have 
netted the star a gross of $50,000 or $100,000, and often it is the 
very presence of that star in the picture which has contributed most 
to its success. 


[: is a fact, however, that many movie “executives” are drawing 


to be sitting on top of the world. But this is not exactly 

true. Behind today’s success, there stretches, usually, bleak years 
of struggle. The peak is reached and held for a brief time as we 
record time in the lives of men and women and then the descent 
begins. The star’s drawing power decreases and it shows in the 
box-office. 7 

It is then that the producer says: “She’s not pulling ‘em ia 
any more; let her out!” Out she goes, and a new star rises on the 
lut, to glimmer a while and finally flicker out. And with every 
star, the producer’s profits come rolling in. For the producers 
there are many stars; for the stars, there is only one youth and 
it is short. 

They’re worth all they get in their heydey and movie economy 
can be achieved without depriving the star of his or her right- 
ful return, based, always, on the earning power he or she has for 
the employing producer.

Here, then, on this cover of today s magazine, we have 
‘An Incident of the French Revolution.” The painting is the 
Work of Juhan Story and it hangs in the City Art Museum 
i Forest Park, one of the institution's permanent collection 
It is the story of the aristocrat Sombreuil and his daughter 
Ris a vivid cross section of the French Revolution 

Alphonse de Lamartine in his “History of the Gurondists, 
O Personal Memoirs of the Patriots of the French Revolution, | 
has this to say of the incident upon which Story based his 
CaAvas: 

“Confined in the Abbaye were Sombreuil, the Governor 
of the Invalides, and Mademoiselle de Sombreuil His daugh- 
mt had permission to quit the prison, but refused to leave the 
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spot to which filial affection bound 
her, and inhabited a chamber, with 
Madame de Tourzel, de St. Brice, and 
the daughter of Cazotte. Since the 
commencement of the massacre, she stationed herself at the 
wicket of the tribunal, watching for her father, and protected 
by the pity of the guards and the gaolers. Sombreuil appeared 
—he was condemned. The door opened, the bayonets were 
at his breast. when his daughter threw herself before him, 
shielded him with her body, and entreated the assassins to 
spare her father, or to let her die with him. Her gestures, her 
sex, youth, beauty, and the sublimity of her devotion, touched 
these ruffians. A cry of mercy burst from the crowd. The 
life of her father was granted her, but on horrible conditions; 
they demanded that, in proof of her abjuration of the aristocracy 
she should drink a glass filled with blood. Mademoiselle de 
Sombreuil seized the glass, raised it to her lips, and drank to 
the safety of her father. This action saved him.” 

Again Carlyle in his “French Revolution” tells the story, 
his version a little more dramatic, perhaps a bit melodramatic. 
He Says: 

“It is edifying to note what thrillings of affection, what 
fragments of wild virtues turn up in this shaking asunder of 
man’s existence. Note old M. de Sombreuil, who had a Daugh- 
ter:—My Father is not an Aristocrat: O good gentlemen, I will 
swear it, and testify it, and in all ways prove it; we are not, 
we hate Aristocrats! ‘Wilt thou drink Aristocrats’ blood?’ 
The man lifts blood (if universal Rumor can be credited): the 
poor maiden does drink ‘This Sombreuil is innocent then" 
Yes. indeed—and now note, most of all, how the bloody pikes. 
at this news. do rattle to the ground; and the tiger-yells be 
come bursts of jubilee over a brother saved: and the old man 
and his daughter are clasped to bloody bosoms, with hot tears: 
and borne home in triumph of Vive la Nation, the killers re 
fusing even money! Does it seem strange, this temper of theirs” 
It seems very certain, well proved by Royalist testimony in 
other instances: and very significant.” 

Such are the versions of Lamartine and Carlyle But

speaking of Mademoiselle’s supposedly gallant deed. says 
‘Alas! This 1s another legend that must he destroyed!

At the Abbaye the 
condemned was at once pushed into the Rue Sainte Marguerite 
and was felled by blows from sabres, knives, and _ hatchets 
Judge Maillard would note on the prison registry in regard 
to the name:

Mademoiselle de Som 
breuil’s suppliant beauty has penetrated their hearts with an 
instinctive pity, and when Grappin stops, Maillard, consulting 
the meeting with a glance, atters the words: 


“Whether innocent or guilty, I believe it would be un- 
worthy of the people to dip its hands in this old man’s blood.’ 

“And, Fleischmann goes on to say, “the tumbler of blood? 
you ask. I look for it im vain. It seems clear that this was a 
legend that arose on the morrow of the Terror, at the time 
of the reaction against the fallen regime, when the most 
dubious stories and t@&timonies, the most barefaced lies. were 
credited and authorized without investigation.”
